ISSUANCE OF THE FINAL REJECTION, argument is not persuasive because when the dependent claims are combined with base claims 
the SCOPE of the base claim changes and/or old limitations of dependent claims 2-4 were differently interpreted and when these multiple 
limitations are combined with base claims are not the same. 

Regarding II. THE ANTICIPATION REJECTION OF CLAIMS 1 AND 9-1 1 , argument is not persuasive because encrypted data and key is 
transmitted to requesting user through a modem and satellite (see abstract and col. 6 lines 30-47) and for the encrypted data and the key 
to be transmitted, both the encrypted data and the key are selected and addressed for transmission to user (see col. 6 lines 30-47) and 
the encrypted data and the key are transmitted via modem and satellite (see abstract) and/or the applied reference discloses a data 
delivery system comprising a server adapted to transmit data to a user, a first link from the server adapted to transmit data to the user via 
a first delivery path, a second link from the server adapted to transmit data via a second delivery path to the user (abstract).
